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REPORT OF THE CANAL COMMISSIONERS. 



To His Excellency, John P. Altgeld, Oovernor of Illinois: 

Sir: — We have the honor to herewith submit our report of 
the business transacted by this Board during the fiscal year, 
ending November 30, 1895, and in doing so we respectfully 
direct your attention to the financial statement which forms a 
part of our report. It will be seen that under careful manage- 
ment, the canal property, during the past year, has yielded a 
net revenue, including unpaid accounts, of more than 112,500, 
notwithstanding a decrease of nearly $6,000 in tolls and lockage 
compared with the amount derived from such sources in 1894. 
This result has been accomplished by economical administra- 
tion, and also by an increase of rentals from canal property 
subject to lease under the rules of the Board. 

At the close of the fiscal year ending November 30, 1894, 
this Board had on hand a cash balance of $88,461.47. Since 
that time there has been turned into the State Treasury the 
sum of $50,000, leaving $38,461.47 for the maintenance of the 
canal and locks in the Illinois river, and for emergencies. 
The total receipts from all sources during the fiscal year just 
closed, were $86,068.51 and the disbursements $75,948.79, leav- 
ing a net gain of $10,119.72, swelling the balance on hand to 
the sum of $48,581.19. In addition to this there is due the 
canal, about $2,500 upon waterpower, and * ^ninety feet strip'' 
leases. 

Numerous items termed extraordinary expenditures, which 
we were compelled to incur, lessened our fund several thous- 
and dollars, one of which was the expense of improving the 
channel, connecting Spring lake with the Illinois river in 
Tazewell county. The last General Assembly passed a law 
directing the Canal Commissioners to expend the sum of $2,000 
out of the canal fund for this improvement. We would have 
preferred not to comply with the provisions of the law, inas- 
much as the State has no title to the land through which this 
channel passes, and as we would derive no tolls or revenue of 
any character from boats navigating it. Prior to our commenc- 
ing the work, however, we obtained a bond from parties in- 
terested in the improvement, to idemnify the State against 
loss. These parties also agreed to assist in securing title for 
the State as soon as possible, by condemnation proceedings or 
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otherwise, to a strip of land 75 feet in width on each side of 
the centre line of said channel. 

The Board has expended during the year the sum of 
S4,796.53 in dredging and ordinary repairs at Henry and Cop- 
peras Creek locks and dams, while the total lockage receipts 
of these places were but $2,441.67, showing a deficit of $2,354.86 
in the Illinois river business which has to be met by revenues 
derived from the canal proper. Had it not been for these ex- 
penditures, the net gain would have exceeded those of former 
years. The State is, however, obliged by law to maintain and 
operate the locks in the Illinois river, no matter what the ex- 
pense, or how little revenue is derived therefrom. 

We have recently completed a large and commodious fire- 
proof vault for the safe custody of the canal records, p lats and 
files at the general office This improvement was decidedly 
necessary, as the old vault was not fire proof, and was wholly 
inadequate to accommodate the voluminous records, etc., which 
pertain to the early history of the State, and are of great 
value, as they apply to the original title of all lands in and 
about the city of Chicago, as well as those of the cities and 
villages along the line of the canal. 

TITLE TO CANAL LANDS CONFIRMED. 

Since our last annual report was made, an important opinion 
has been rendered by the United States court, confirming the 
title of the State in the **ninety feet strip" of land on either 
side of the Illinois and Michigan canal, and enabling the Board 
of Com'missioners to deal more vigorously with persons who 
have illegally occupied portions of said strip. The suit which 
was determined by the opinion in question, was that of Hiram 
C. Wheeler v. The City of Chicago, and was decided by Judge 
William J. Allen, May 28. 1895. The plaintiff sued the city in 
an action of ejectment to recover in fee simple a piece of 
ground in section 30, in Canalport, Cook county, traversed by 
the bed of the Illinois and Michigan canal, and including a 
portion of the '^ninety feet strip" on either side thereof. He 
claimed title under a patent taken under a cash entry made by 
one Welch in 1834, including the premises described in the suit. 

It was shown in defense that the land in question was a part 
of the Illinois and Michigan canal, and used as such since the 
completion of the canal; that in 1881 under a joint resolution 
of the Greneral Assembly, the city of Chicago was permitted to 
erect pumping works upon the premises, said pumping works 
being used for supplying the first or summit level of the canal 
with water. The city of Chicago filed a special plea denying 
possession, and the Canal Commissioners defended the rights 
of the State. 

In announcing his decision in behalf of the State, Judge 
Allen rendered a copious verbal opinion, covering all the points 



at issue and sustaining all acts of Congress vesting the title of 
the **ninety feet strip'' of land in the Illinois and Michigan 
canal. He held that the act of Congress of March 30, 1822, 
granting a **ninety feet strip" of land on each side of said 
canal, and the subsequent act of Congress of March 2, 1827, 
granting to the State certain alternate sections of public land 
in aid of such canal must be taken together, and that they 
vested title in the State to said strip and said alternate section 
for canal purposes. 

In conclusion Judge Allen says, and this is the gist of the 

OPINION. 

"Under the Congressional grant of 1822, the strip of land in dispute 
became vested in the State of Illinois at once. A legislative grant 
operates as a law as v^rell as for the transfer of the property, and has such 
force as the intent of the legislature requires. I have no doubt that the 
title vested in the State at once, that these conditions with reference to 
commencing the work and the completion of the work, were conditions 
subsequent, and not, as claimed by plaintiff's counsel, conditions prece- 
dent. They are subsequent conditions, as I think our Supreme Court has 
held in a number of cases, and the Supreme Court of the United States 
in quite a number. I think it may be regarded as the settled law of the 
country, now that the conditions as to the filing of the map of the loca- 
tion, etc., of the canal and the commencement of the work and comple- 
tion of the same must be classified as conditions subsequent, or to be 
taken advantage of only by the grantor, or some one under the grantor, 
and not to be complained of or taken advantage of by anyone else. 
These conditions were conditions subsequent, to be taken advantage of 
only by the grantor by judicial proceedings, authorized by law, finding the 
fact of forfeiture and adjudging the restoration of the estate; or there 
must at least be some legislative assertion of the ownership of the prop- 
erty by the government. Nothing of that character appears in the evi- 
dence. The act of 1827 clearly, extended the time for the commence- 
ment of the work until 1832, five years. That is my understanding, until 
1847, twenty years. In 1829, it is shown in the evidence that Gov. 
Edwards forwarded to the department at Washington a copy of the survey 
and location of the canal. That was within two years after this act of 
1827 was passed, and there never having been a forfeiture, the grants 
were in full force and effect; and the State had title certainly to this 
strip of land, for I understand this is a part of the "ninety feet Ftrip." 
If i am right, then in 1834 when Welch purchased from the United 
States, he was compelled to take notice of the two public laws referred to 
and the grants therein to the State; and of course could get no title from 
the government to the "ninety feet strip" on either side of the canal, 
then, and ever since, in the possession of the State for canal purposes. I 
understand that men are there now upon the premises sued for, who 
trace back their authority and claim to the State. The State having 
Taken possession and built a canal, there was nothing for the government 
to grant; there has been no reversion and no forfeiture, but everything 
belonging to the government had passed out so far as this particular 
•'ninety feet" was concerned. 

"The verdict will be for the State." 

One of the most important acts of our Board for the past 
year was' the disposing, to Chicago parties, of the old spoilbank 
stone lying on both sides of the canal, from Summit to Lock- 
port, at advantageous rates for the State. This stone has been 
ixiPo on t^i^ banks of the canal for nearly fifty years and was 
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considered practically worthless. Now that we have closed con- 
tracts for the sale of it, we deem it worthy of notice at this 
time, for various reasons: 

First. — Its sale will net the State several thousand dollars. 

Second. — Its removal will cause the employment of many 
boatmen and laborers, besides placing boats that are now idle 
in continuous service. 

Third. — It will be the means of opening new territory of the 
reserved *'90 feet strip" for rental, and thereby largely increase 
the income realized from that source. 

We have made leases since our last report with parties along 
the line of the canal, the result of which will net the State a 
large sum each year. 

In conclusion, we herewith submit the usual tabular exhibits, 
in addition to the report of our Treasurer as to interest re- 
ceived on canal funds, also the report of our General Super- 
intendent, relating to the operating department of the canal.

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REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 



Supbbintendent's Office, 

Illtnots and Michioan Canal. 

LocKPORT, 111., December 1, 1895. 

To the Honor dbk Board of Canal CommisaionerSf Lockport^ III.: 

Gentlemen:— I Q compliance with your request, I herewith submit my 
report relative to the maintenance of the Illinois and Michigan Canal, 
the locks and dams at Henry and Copperas Creek, and as to improving 
the channel from Spring Lake to the Illinois River, for the fiscal year 
ending November 30, 1895. 

Navigation opened for the season of 1895 on April Ist, and closed No- 
vember 15th, no serious interruption occurring; however, during the season 
complaints were frequently received from a number of the principal 
shippers, regarding the low stage of water on the Lockport levee. This 
condition was caused by the defects in the Bridgeport Pumping Works, 
and, in consequence thereof, a failure to work in their full capacity. 

The principal items of expenditures incurred were those for the renewal 
of bridges at Brandon's, Dresden, Morris and "Five Mile;" for gates at 
Lock one, four, six, seven, nine, eleven and at side cut, Ottawa; for re- 
building of repair boats 1 and 2, and one flat boat; and for dredging at 
Bridgeport, Lockport, Ottawa, Henry, Peoria, Copperas Creek and Spring 
Lake. 

I anticipate that the most important items of disbursements for the 
ensuing year will be as follows, viz. : 

First—The rebuilding of 2,500 feet of dock at Bridgeport, and dredging 
for same. 

Second — The reconstruction of the west dam at Channahon. 

Third—The renewal of Dredge No. 1, and a new boiler for same. 

Fourth— Bridges: One near Joliet, two near Channahon, one at Mar- 
seilles, and one near Ottawa. 

Fifth— Eight lock gates.
